FIGHT FOR HILL INTENSE 


Vietnamese Slugging It Out

SAIGON (AP) - 
The South 


Vietnamese military headquar- 
ters claimed its soldiers recap- 
Lured Hill 31 along tlic Ho Chi 
Minh trail in Laos today, but 
they were reported surrounded 
by two North Vietnamese regi- 
ments at a nearby base. Much 
heavy fighting was reported in 
Laos and Cambodia. 


U.S. 
fighter-bomber 
pilots 


[knocked out seven Soviet-made 


tanks in the battle to retake the 
hill. South Vietnamese spokes- 
men claimed 1,000 enemy dead 
in three days of fighting there, 
some of it hand-to-hand. 


Official spokesmen said they 


had no figures on South Viet- 
namese casualties, but officers 
in 
the 
field 
said they were 


heavy. Hill 31 is eight miles in- 
side Laos and north of Highway 


Lt. Gen. Hoang Xuan Lam, 


commander of the 16,000 South 
Vietnamese in Laos, said his 
troops had regrouped and were 
reinforced after losing Hill 31 
Friday. Under an umbrella of 
American helicopter gunships, 
they attacked North Vietnamese 
positions and had retaken half 
of the hill, he said.

The two educators do agree on 


one point in the drug war and 
they have the experience from 
Prohibition to sustain their posi- 
tion. 


A heavy penalty for breaking 


the law is not an automatic de- 
terrent to crime. Thia is partic- 
ularly applicable when the public 
or a substantial segment of it 
questions the remedy, the trouble 
or both. 


Michigan's anti-drug statutes 


go back to the days when Dr. 
Watson would upbraid his room- 
mate, Sherlock Holmes, for shoot- 
ing cocaine into his system to re- 
lieve the boredom of not having 
a major case to solve. 


The first offense for .selling 


drugs is a mandatory 20-year pri- 
son term. The first offense for 
drug use can go as high as 10 
years. 


In recent times the legislature 


has added marijaun?. to the list of 
forbidden drugs and applied those 
original penalties to its sale or 
use. 


Not many people will bring out 


the crying towel for a pusher of 
opium, herion, cocaine, LSD and 
the other bard stuff, nor do they 
hold deepscaled sympathy for his 
customers because the effects of 
the hard narcotics s p e a k f o r 
themselves. 


Pot or grass, the common street 


names for marijaunu, raises a 
distinction. The moral abhorrence 
for the stuff is less because its 
effect is much milder. Consequen- 
tly while most of the public feels 
pot should be consigned to a bon- 
fire, it believes the penalty un- 
its traffic and use is too severe. 


A good many police depart- 


ments i7i the larger communities 
are now saying their job in con- 
trolling drugs could be performed 
better if the use penalty were re- 
duced. 


They are drawing upon a par- 


allel from the Prohibition era. 


They don't want an ambivalent 


view on drugs to develop to the 
point wherf sympathy for the 
victim will elevate the drug push- 
er to the unofficial social status 
which the bootlegger reached dur- 
ing Prohibition, or, worse, lead to 
the outright legalization of drugs 
which booze attained once, "the 
noble experiment," as 
Herbert 


Hoover described it, was repealed. 


Drs. Campbell and Louria pre- 


sent ft united front to a degree 
on drug addiction, namely, work- 
able tools to tighten down on the 
dope supply. 


We go with Louria, however, 


on his viewpoint thnt a university 
cannot substitute for the law in 
that respect. It. can and should 
help the law, but not endeavor to 
go to war minus adequate logisti- 
cal support.

Bishop Burroughs, now retired, 
went on to assert that: "To 
encourage their potential viola- 
tion of the Sixth Commandment 
and to pit man against man 
under the guise of American 
entertainment is in my judg- 
ment a denial of our Lord's 
emphasis on the sucrednoss and 
value of human personality."
